FOREIGN NEWS. 


An Opinion Concerning the Irish Ques­ 
tion. 
L o n d o n . June 24th.—The editor of the 
Morning Post publishes a communication 
over his own name—Sir Algernon Borthwick 
—on the condition of Ireland. He admits 
that the present legislative union between 
Great Britain and Ireland exists only in 
name. 
He says the present land hill is an 
attempt at compromise between two social 
systems resting on purposes and instincts 
totally distinct, and it must naturally result 
in disappointment, mutual recrimination and 
failure. The Land League is the embodi­ 
ment of formal ideas and radical proclivities. 
Justice to Ireland means, ia effect, the with­ 
drawal by England from her intentions and 
her hoped-for results of union in 1881, viz., 
the creation of a homogeneous nation out of 
utterly discordant elements. 
It is now pain­ 
fully apparent that home rule in the so-called 
Imperial Parliament ia a standing protest 
against there being common ground from 
which any common legislation can proceed, 
when still statesmen have influence enough 
and authority with their constituencies to 
have facts, and Jot wishes and assertions, 
made the guide of the nation’s policy and the 
groundwork of its legislation. The Irish 
race is actuated J.y racial propensities and 
customs, totally distinct from those of the 
English. No union based on the common 
system of law and industrial pnrsuits can 
possibly obtain between them, except by a 
consistent force on one side and the absence 
of a timorous concession to the rule of the 
stronger. One other question npon which 
we may make up our minds that the nation 
has scoaer or later to face is. whether Ire­ 
land, as part of the United Kingdom, Í3 to 
be subjected a id made obedient to the same 
laws and usages as our.-elves, or is she, by ex­ 
ceptional 
legislation in deference to her 
origin, and in her compatible proclivities due 
thereto, to be left outside the obligations and 
responsibilities of the union, while still a 
component part of it. 
I will leave this ides 
for possible use and expansion in tbe vivid 
imagination of the Home Secretary, or as a 
end to be chewed of sweet and bitter fancies 
by the Irishman in his not 
nnfrequent 
passages to and from the sister isle. 
Memorial to Gladstone. 
L o n d o s , June 24th.—The Daily Telegraph 
sayB : A memorial to Gladstone on the In­ 
ternational Monetary Conference at Paris 
and the silver question is being signed at 
most of the London banks. 
It urges the 
Government to offer, as Germany has done, 
all such guarantees and practical aid as may be 
in its power towards inducing and enabling 
the bimetallio States concerned to rehabili­ 
tate silver. 
No Further Tec lor Bombs. 
Berlin, June 24th.—A letter recently ad­ 
dressed to the Emperor of Russia and high 
officials, assuring them they had not been 
sentenced to death by the revolutionists, and 
which is supposed to have emanated from the 
leaders of the Black Division, concludes as 
follows : “ The Executive Committee deem 
it quite unnecessary at present to repeat its 
criminal enterprises, as the measures of the 
new Ministers are fast driving the country 
into revolution.”

Another Elevator A ccident. 
San F r a n c i s c o , June 25th.—Four persons 
on the elevator of the Colonnade House, on 
the corner of Market and Tyler streets, 
miraculously escaped with their lives last 
evening, though precipitated from the fourth 
to the second floor of tbe building. 
At 6:15 
o’clock Mr. Edwards, Vice-Principal of the 
the Lincoln School, Mrs. Edwards, his wife, 
Mrs. Willoughby, housekeeper of the Colon­ 
nade House, and Frank A. Spencer, Bon 
of one 
of 
the 
boarders, 
started 
on 
the elevator for the upper floor. The boy 
Spencer ran the elevator tn the absence of 
the regular attendant. When near the fourth 
floor the cable seemed to give way, and the 
horrified occupants of the elevator 
were 
dashed down to the landing of the second 
floor. The elevator could go no further. The 
screams of the ladies as they came hurling 
downwards, and the crash of the elevator on 
the landing, startled the whole boarding­ 
house and sent a number of people to the re­ 
lief of the Injured persons. Ur. Edwards 
was found leauing against the balusters, suf­ 
fering from a broken knee-cap; Mrs. Ed­ 
wards lay on the floor, prostrated by tbe 
terrible shock, but -at conscious; Mrs. 
Willoughby, who is . di meed in years 
and rather portly, was huddled up in 
the elevator, and at first it was sup­ 
posed that she was fatally injured. Medi­ 
cal assistance having been hastily sum* 
moned, it was found that the housekeeper 
appeared to be the least injured. 
Her 
bruises were serious, but not dangerous. 
Mrs. Edwards was, however, prostrated for a 
long time by a nervous collapse. The in­ 
juries of Mr. Edwards were also very pain­ 
ful. The boy, with the agility of youth, 
hung to the cable, and escaped with a bump 
on the back of his head and the loss of the 
skin from the palms of his hands. 
Fire al Oakland. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , June 25th.—At 11 o’clock 
last night a fire broke out in the residence of 
WUliam Collins, No. 1968 Thirteenth street, 
near WebBter, Oakland, resulting in the total 
loss of the house and a partial loss of the fur­ 
niture. As the alarm was very indistinct the 
fire had gained considerable headway before 
the Fire Department arrived upon the scene. 
Pending the firemen's arrival many of the 
neighbors and midnight pedestrians worked 
like beavers and succeeded in saving most of 
the furniture from the flames. The Fire De­ 
partment was considerably demoralized, as 
their hose broke three several times. The fire 
originated iu the basement, and was supposed 
to have b?en the work of an incendiary. The 
loss is estimated at $12,000, and is partially 


covered by insurance—§5,0C0 in the Home 
Mutual Insurai oe Company and $2,500 in 
the Pennsylvania and North American In­ 
surance Company. 
A Husband Endeavors lo “ Get Even.” 
S to c k to n , June 25th.—John Le Pointe, a 
Canadian, assaulted Joseph Io a tf yesterday 
by beating him over the head with a hammer. 
Loati was severely in jured, but will probably 
recover. Le Pointe commenced an action f.>r 
a divorce against his wife on the ground of 
adultery. Tbe wife is said to have confessed 
her guilt and Le Point* bad tbe proceedings 
dismissed on her promise to do better. The 
charge was that she had been criminally inti­ 
mate with Loati, who had been living in Le 
Pointe’s family. 
Nothing has been done in 
the matter of the attack made by Le Poiute, 
and the probabilities are that there will not 
be.any action.

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ALL AROUND THE COUNTRY. 


The question of lighting Nevada City by 
the electric light hue not been definitely 
determined as yet. 
The Board of Directors of the El Dorado 
Agricultural Association have arranged for 
the holding of the next aunnal fair at Pla- 
cerville on the 7th to 10th inclusive, of Sep­ 
tember. 
Alex. Lawson, foreman of the Old Tele­ 
graph miue, was burned to death in a fire 
at a mining camp near Bingham, Utah, on 
Sunday last. 
I t is supposed that he fell 
asleep, leaving a candle burning by his 
bedside. 
All the drift mines at Spanish Peak are 
working in rich gravel. The Chinese claims 
are paying the best. 
All the hydraulic 
mines there that have water are running 
on full time, and expect to in ike a big 
clean up. 
Some of the Nevada papers complain 
that the immense bands of sheep daily 
passing through that State do great dam­ 
age to the roads, and there is no law to 
make the owners compensate the county 
therefor. 
A t Bakersfield, after investigation, Blud- 
w-orth has been held in -$0,000 bail for 
killing l ’erez, tbe crime being fixed at man­ 
slaughter. 
Great indignation exists at the 
finding, the people generally considering 
it a murder. 
The peo p le of Smarts ville are going to 
' have a grand celebration in their town on 
the coming anniversary of our National 
Independence. 
This is tbe first time that 
town has made any demonstration in that 
way for some years. 
The total expense for raising and repair­ 
ing the levee a t the upper end of Drainage 
District No. 1 (west side of Feather river 
above Yuca City), for the months of 
March, April, May and June up to date, 
amount to 825,617 68. 
J. W . Bowers, who resides on the riyer 
road eight miles south of this place, was 
in town to-day, and states that the army 
worm has made its appearance along the 
river. 
They have completely devoured a 
field of alfalfa for him, and are consuming 
all that is green. 
Other ranches lying ad­ 
jacent to his are said to be infested with 
the pests.—[Chico Record, June ¿3d. 
Y J. Sherwood, Statistical Correspond­ 
ent of the Department of Agriculture, has 
ju st made and forwarded to W ashington 
his report for the month of June, fróm 
which is taken the following estimate of 
the yield of grain in this county : W heat 
10,900 acres, average IS bushels per acre, 
total 288.000 bushels ; barley 6,800 acres, 
average 14 bushels per acre, total 95,200 
bushels.

morning, when the breakfast was taken to 
the jail, the padlock was found broken and 
Montoyo absent. 
Search was made and 
Montoyo was found suspended to a rafter 
of the Court-room. 
On Sunday afternoon last, at Tucson, 
Arizona, a Yaqui named Dolores, was 
murdered by one of his countrymen named 
Pablo. 
Dolores had gone to Pablo’s house 
to attend to some bueiness with the latter. 
A quarrel ensued, and high words were 
indulged in. Finally Pablo and his brother 
mounted a horse, ridiDg double, and both 
drew revolvers, firing two shot9 at Dolores, 
who was standing some little distance 
Away. 
Pablo’s shot took effect in Dolores' 
forehead. 
The two men then rode rapidly 
off in the direction of W arner’s mills. 
Saturday afternoon last Jack Allmey 
rode into Hicko, Nev., and delivered him­ 
self to Judge Stearns, stating that a shoot­ 
ing scrapo had just taken place between 
himself and “ H ank” Sprague, at Chaffee’s 
ranch, some ten miles down the valley, 
and that Sprague had been killed. 
Judge 
Stearns, as Coroner, immediately selected 
a jury, and with Deputy Sheriff Wilson, 
the prisoner, etc., proceeded to the scene 
of the homicide. 
It appears that Spragne 
got mad at Allmey and commenced talking 
savagely to him. W ishing to avoid trouble 
Allmey started away, when Sprague drew 
his revolver and shot at him. 
Allmey 
then procured a W inchester rifle, aDd as he 
was returning, Spragne took another shot 
at him. 
Allmey then brought the rifle to 
a level and shot Sprague jnst under the 
ear. 
The jury returned a verdict 
of 
“ justifiable homicide.”

FRANCE, ITALY AND GERMANY. 
The relations between the French and 
Italian Governments are at present eo 
much more friendly than those between 
the French and Italian peoples that it 
seems possible a popular war may result. 
Both Governments are doing all in their 
power to avoid difficulties, but tho Mar­ 
seilles riots have created so intense a feel­ 
ing of hatred that it may be impossible to 
restore harmony. Both the Italians and 
the French show a strong inclination to 
make an hsuc in politics of this quarrel, 
and it they do, and the elections turn upon 
it, it is difficult to see how war can be 
avoided. The pysition of France is no 
doubt le$B critical than that of Italy, for 
tho latter has a heavy loan to raise just at 
this j iaetare, and the apprehension of war 
threatens to elose the money markets of 
Europe against her agents. No doubt this 
difficulty may be overcome, but not easily, 
and Italy in the event of war would be 
compelled to go on borrowing indefinitely. 
Perhaps in the present plethoric condition 
of the European money markets less diffi­ 
culty than usual would be experienced in 
raising such loans, for capital of late has 
been running into all sorts of precarious 
enterprises rather than remain idle, and a 
good war loan might be much safer than 
many of the wild-cat projects which have 
found ample backing. France would not 
f xr a war with Italy if that was the only 
lancer involved, hut her statesmen have 
now discovered that their raid upon Tunis 
was adroitly prepared for them by Bis­ 
marck, with the express purpose of em­ 
broiling them with Italy, and they realize 
that the ultimate aim of the astute Chan­ 
cellor was to deprive France of the Italian 
alliance, whatever might happen. The 
plain invocations are that this plot Iras suc­ 
ceeded fully, and that if Germany has oc­ 
casion to go to war with France in the 
nrar future, she can count on the co opera­ 
tion of Italy. \\ hethcr Italy, in the event 
of a war with France, can now- connt on 
tire eo operation of Germany, is, however, 
the question which perplexes the minds of 
the French Government. They do not 
know but that this whole Tunis and Mar- 
seilies business may have been arranged 


The San Francisco Argonaut last Satur­ 
day published the narrative of the new 
Tmhborne claimant. It is certainly a cu­ 
rious story, and at least Bhow-3 that the 
author of it possesses some skill in inven­ 
tion. As a support to his claim it has no 
value, however, there being in the whole 
story nothing which a reasonably intelli­ 
gent person who had carefully studied the 
reports of the two Tichborne trials could 
not have put together. The first real point 
of interest in the affair occurs in the state­ 
ment that Tichborne did not embark on 
the Bella. The San Diego claimant says 
that he (assuming himself to be Tichborne) 
did nof take passage on that vessel at all. 
This statement derives additional interest 
from the peculiar bitterness with which he 
speaks throughout of the French valet, 
Jules Berraud. For it must be remembered 
that this Jules Berraud testified on the 
trial that he had seen his master, Fvoger 
Tichborne, on board the Balia, and that he 
had seen the Bella sail with him on board. 
The objection which Ferris tries to raise 
in relation to the passport will not stand 
examination. He says it is absurd to sup­ 
pose that there could have been any diffi­ 
culty about a passport; that Tichborne, 
with his letters and documents, could easily 
have procured one ; and that therefore it 
could not have been necessary that he 
should bo smuggled on board the Bella. 
But according to Jules Berraud the real 
difficulty was not at all what Ferris seems 
to suppose. The Frenchman said that 
acting on instructions from his master he 
made inquiries about a passport, and found 
that it would take three days to get it. 
There was no ether difficulty in the case 
than that of the delay, and it was to avoid 
this delay, which would have made Tich; 
borne miss his passage in the Bella, that 
he determined \o go without one. 
The statements of Jules Berraud and 
of Captain Oates in fact harmonizo thor­ 
oughly, and the effect of their testimony 
was to produce the conviction that Tich. 
borne did actually leave liio Janeiro in the 
Bella. Ferri3 ha3 doubtless sufficiently 
mastered the details of the trial to 
perceive that one of the first necessities of 
his case is tu impeach the veracity of the 
French servant, and to this conviction 
those who regard him as an impostor will 
be very apt to attribute the role of Me- 
phistopbvles which he has assigned to 
Berraud all through his story. Any one 
undertaking to personate liogor Tich­ 
borne is in fact compelled to explain away 
the whole of the very circumstantial and 
clear account of the sailing of the lost 
heir in the Bella. It is not enough to 
assume that he never went to Bio Janeiro. 
Such an assumption «an only involve the 
claimant in great difficulties unless it is 
supported by a new theory of the total 
depravity of Berraud. As to the objection 
of Ferris that Tichborne could not have 
travelled the distance necessary to bring 
him to Bio in time to sail in the Bella, 
he apparently overlooks the fact that it 
was shown on ihe trial that Tichborne ac­ 
tually did ride some sevAty’miles in ojje 
day in order to make the connection. 
The Berraud theory, however, is entirely 
icdispensable to the Ferris hypothesis. 
If Berraud was a truthful and honest man, 
then it must be accepted as a fact that 
Boger Tichborne sailed on the Bella. 
That fact was certainly regarded as fully- 
established on the trial, and the evidence 
for it is as strong as anything of the kind 
could well be. It is only then by over­ 
throwing the credibility of Berraud’s nar­ 
rative that any opening can be made for 
a new claim upon the title and estates ; 
and it is scarcely necessary to point out 
that Ferris has failed so far to adduce 
anything possessing evidential value in 
this connection. H u theory of malignant 
conspiracies against his life cannot be ac­ 
cepted for a moment, 
His stories of 
subsequent encounters with Berraud are 
not at all plausible. In fact the whole 
account of his assumption of the name of 
Ferris is strongly suggestive of a labored 
endeavor to explain away personal ante­ 
cedents which, like those of Arthur Orton, 
militate fatally against the probability of 
his narrative. In this too he convicts him­ 
self of a curious duplicity, for while he 
says that his assumption of the name of 
Ferris was almost forced upon him by 
the fri- nds and relations of the latter, he 
has previously asserted that he passed 
himself off as Ferris to Baron Humboldt, 
long before he arrived in New York. 
These stories are not consistent, and 
damage the value of the narrative even 
as a work of fiction. 
There is indeed rn’y one point in the 
whole affair which seems to deserve atten­ 
tion, and that is the statement that Ferris 
gave h:s children Tichborne family names, 
and that he did this as far back as D><>7. 
Of course even if this were true it would 
not amount to proof of his identity with 
Boger Tichborne. It might only Bhow 
that he had cherished the idea of this 
j personation for several years. It would 
¡ however decidedly lift the affair out of the 
region of mere vulgar imposture, and 
¡ would justify serious examination of the 
! claim. The probability that any one should

France, in short, has allowed her pas­ 
sion for military glory to entrap her 
into a very awkward situation. She is 
now virtually' isolated, and it is further 
noteworthy that the failure to secure the 
Anglo-French commercial treaty it tending 
to diminish the cordiality of her relations 
with Great Britain. Should both France 
and Italy be literally pushed into hostile 
relations by ¡he rapidly increasing hostility 
of tho respective people*, Bismarck may 
find that his prescription has operated 
more quickly than he had intended. Ho 
could not, however, allow Italy to be over­ 
come by France, for that would be to defeat 
the whole programme of the last ten years, 
and to invite war for Germany npon most 
unfavorable terms. If Italy goes to war 
therefore, the inevitable presumption is 
that Germany will have to join her, and r. 
recognition of this contingency must lender 
the French Government naturally anxious 
to patch up the present difficulties, though 
it is not likely to have any soothing effect 
upon the French and Italian jingoes. 
On 
the whole the prospect is extremely criti­ 
cal, and it will require very careful and 
judicious diplomacy to prevent a rupture, 
the consequences of which no man con’d 
foresee. I t must be admitted, at the 9ame 
time, that the French Government docs 
not appear to have exerted itself very ac­ 
tively to prevent the outrages npon Italian 
citizens at Marseille i.

C. Taylor and two other young men. When 
D C. Taylor, our infjruiant, started for 
Frisco the Indians had received reir.f ires- 
meets and have several hundred warriors on 
the field of battle. Oae hundred men leave 
Frirco to-day, with the avowed intention to 
rescue the survivors and avenge tiio'-e killed 
or fali where they fell. Lieutenant William 
May, displeased with the action taken, has 
left the main party with his squad. Their 
whereabouts is unknown. Horses, guns and 
ammunition are scarce, but the neighboring 
towns will aid Frisco.

S an F rancisco, June 26th.—The ship 
Franconia, Captain Ofis, went ashore Fiidav 
morning at 2 o’clock on the South Farallone 
Blands. The ship was bound for San Fran­ 
cisco, 160 days out from New York. At the 
time the Captain thought ho was abreast tf 
Point Keyes, and changed his course. Iu 
fact he wa3 cff the Farallones, and suddenly 
discovered breakers ahead. All efforts to 
escape wera 
futile, and 
the 
vessel 
grounded on 
tho rough coast. The 
large boat wa3 lowered, but the heavy 
sea stove her in and the Captain’s gig was let 
down,.and, followed by another boat with 
some of tho crew, effected a landing in a 
sheltered cove, but not before one of tho 
boats was capsized. The twenty-two son’s, 
including the Captain's wife, were left shiv­ 
ering 011 the beach. A few scaled the rocks 
to tbe light-house station, where they first 
were apprised of their real location. Supplies 
were taken to the wrecked party from the 
light-house. The ship Alfred D. Snow passed 
well out it sea, hot the water was too rough 
to 3end a boat in answer to the signal of dis­ 
tress. 
THE SCHOONER EUSTACE DISASTER—PARTICU­ 
LARS OE THE AFFAIR. 
S an F rancisco, June 2G:h.—The steamer 
Newborn brings the mate, D. C. Mclsaac, 
and four seamen of the ill-fated schooner 
‘Eustace, of Sau Francisco, J. Gutte, owner, 
which was blown np at sea in the Gulf of 
California by the Chinese cook, he first hav­ 
ing assassinated Captain A. Hornsby. The 
following are the circumstances, as given by 
the mate : On the morning of the 13.h in­ 
stant, while on the passage across the Gulf 
from Cape St. Lucas to Mazatlan, about 
midway, the cook exhibited signs of insanity, 
and seemed to be laboring under the impres­ 
sion that some one was trying to take his life. 
As he was not violent, Cay tain Hornsby did 
not think it necessary to confine him. The 
cook remained iu his quarters from 
9 A. m. until 2 p. m., when he 
went to work apparently all right, cooked 
the dinner and trimmed and lighted the 
lamps and performed his duties as usual. A 
little after 7 P. m. he went below, and sup­ 
posing he had gone to bed, as he usually re­ 
tired early, at 8 p. jr. the mats was sitting on 
the taff-rail talking to Captain Hornsby, 
when the latter remarked that he would go 
below and light a cigar. In a moment he 
returned hastily, crying out, “ Catch him! 
catch him!” at the same time apparently 
holding something with both hands against 
his body. The mate ran and met him at the 
cabin door, when the Captain cried, " Pull 
thB knife out!” He fell against the mate, 
who tried to pull the knife out, but could not. 
Calling the man at the wheel, and at the 
same time seating the Captain, he succeeded 
iu extracting the deadly weapon. The 
Captain gasped two or three times, 
and immediately expired. The man at 
the wheel saw the Chinaman running 
to a locker iu the forward part of the cabin, 
where the axes were kept, aud then blow out 
the light. The man at the wheel gave the 
alarm, ard all the crew came aft, got the 
Captain’s body, laid it out on the quarter­ 
deck and covered it up. The cabin door was 
cloaed, the men all going forward except the 
mate, who remained at the wheel. Soon the 
cook came to the cabin door, and the mate 
prevented him coming out, and called the 
crew aft. The door being open, and the 
cook seeing all the crew, would not come out. 
The door was then closed and made fast, as 
the crew refused to come aft again unless this 
was done, as all the firearms oa board were 
in the cabin. The men going forward again, 
the cook came to the door again, and .said if 
the mate molested him he would kill 
him also, and then fire the vessel. 
The crew, fearing he would Sre the vessel, 
having about 2,000 kegs of powder on board, 
proposed to leave the vessel immediately, but 
the mate persuaded them from doing so. 
About 11 P. M. the cook lit the binnacle lamp 
in the cabin, the crew all standing around 
the door with handspikes, but no movement 
was made by the 000k, and nothing more was 
seen or heard of him until ther.extday. Tokeep 
the men eatu-fi id the mate got the long boat 
ready watered and provisioned. At 11 A. si. 
on the 14th the cook came to the door and 
spoke to the man at the wheel, who called the 
mate, who was forward at the time. The 
mate came aft and asked him if he wished to 
come out. lie replied “ No,” but said if the 
men wanted any provisions he would pass them 
out through the roof. The mate replied that 
it was not necessary, as tli9 men had already 
hart dinner. Nothing more transpired until 
2 P. XL, when the man at the wheel gave the 
alarm of fire. The mate, seeing at the same 
time smoke coming out of the cabin skylight, 
which was partly opeD, put the helm down 
immediately. The long boat was launched, 
and in so doing she filled with water and cap­ 
sized. The crew then got in the small boat 
hanging in the davits and lowered themselves 
an dim mediately pulled away tothe leeward as 
Geo. E.ker, 14 years of age, who was left in 
fast as possible. Iu ten minutes the lceside 
of the quarter deck was in a sheet of flames, 
aud in five or ten minutes more the explosion 
took place, which was something terrific, fol­ 
lowed in a few seconds by another. They 
then piffled for the shore, and at 10 A M on 
ths 15th made the land, about fifty miles 
to the north of Mazatlan. From thence they 
made their way to Mazatlan, which they 
reached in time to take the steamer to San 
Francisco.

The law requires that each bat­ 
talion shall parade on February 22d, July 
4th, and iu September for rifle practice, and 
shall, when it desires, encamp for eight days, 
f.-r which it may draw 52,000 from the Treas­ 
ury. The liw does not specify any place to 
parade, and if the First Regiment chose to 
parade at Suita Cruz on the Fourth, it could 
d t so and con Jly with the law snti-factorily. 
S 1 far as knowi., no action has yet been taken 
by anybody to test the question. 
The Church of St. Ignatius, corner of 
Hayes and Van Ness avenue, has been the 
center of attraction during the week to the 
devout members of the Catholic Church, 
who daily visited the shrine where repose the 
relics of St. Piacidus, beneath the aliar-dedi­ 
cated to St. Francis Xavier, and which are 
encased in a wax figure, representing a youth 
of some 16 years, the supposed age of the 
saint at the time of his martyrdom, in the 
fourth century. The surroundings are of the 
most beautiful and costly nature, and the 
various draperies are handsomely wrought in 
velvet, satin and guld. Although many of 
the leading incidents in the life and death of 
St. Placidos are veiled by the disruption of 
historical links, it is known that he was one 
of the many thousands of early Christians 
who were sacrificed on account of their faith 
bv blood-thirsty Roman tyrants. The beau­ 
tiful altar of St. Aloysins was also unveiled 
on last Tuesday, the feast of the saint to 
whom it was dedicated. This, also, is a gem 
of artistic beauty, and is a representation in 
wax of the dying moments of the revered 
Aloysins. The reiics of St. I’lacidus and the 
altar of Aloysins, reposing in the bosom of 
the beautifully-decorated church, inspire the 
beholder with impressive solemnity aud vol­ 
untary religions fervor. 
In December last Frank I. Kendall, of tbe 
firm of H. Hughes A Co , merchandise brok­ 
ers, left for a business trip through the East- 
e n States. He visited Chicago, Boston and 
New York, and arrived in St. Louis in Eeb- 
tuary. lie remained nntii February 14tH, 
when he purchased a ticket for K»d»&s City, 
and left the hotel to return home. The train 
was to leave at Oo’elock F. M , and 8:10 o’clock 
the ‘irae evening be telegraphed to his part­ 
ner in this city information of his intended de­ 
parture from St. Louis. After sending that 
dispatch Kendall suddenly and mysteriously 
disappeared. Months rolled by, and nothing 
was heard from the missing man, who was 
generally given up as dead, tbe supposition 
being that he had been waylaid and mur­ 
dered before reaching tho depot in St. Louis. 
Snddenly, without a word of warning, Mr. 
Kendall appeared at his father's home a 
few days ago, in good health, and apparently 
none the worse for his lorg absence. Ha 
state* that after leaving the Bamnm Hotel. 
St. Louis, for the Kansas City depot he can 
remember nothing distinctly except that sev­ 
eral days later he fonnd himself in New Or­ 
leans dazed and setrff-unconscious, having 
apparently just recovered from the effects of 
a powerful narcotic. The affair has caused 
considerable comment, and its strange features 
•re «till far from being thoroughly under­ 
stood.

ANTI - HYDRAULIC MIN I a G. 


SHEiIiCS AT CHICO—STEFS TAKER TOR 
OSCASIZATION. 


A Committee of 25 to be Selected—Another 
Keetiiig Appointed—Delegations In­ 
vited from Colusa and KarysvlHo. 


1 Reported specially for the Bzcoan-Csicsi.t 
An auti hydraulic mining meeting was held 
at Chico on Saturday afternoon by the farm­ 
ers of Butte county. The attendance was 
not large, by reascD, as was stated, that the 
farmers who are directly interested on the 
subject are in the midst of their harvesting 
and could cot spare the time until that work 
was over. 
Tho meeting was called to order by Gen. 
Bidwcll, who nominated Joseph Entier as 
ChairmaD, and he was elected. G. H. Cros- 
sette was elected Secretary. 
General Bidwell stated that the object of 
the meeting was to organize for the protec­ 
tion of the farmers in the Sacramento valley, 
and said : It is a most important question, 
one which the people of this valley and this 
whole State cannot much longer avoid. The 
entire State is now tsxed to raise money to 
be expended in a way which will result in no 
good whatever. It must bo apparent by this 
time to any man of intelligence that the mak­ 
ing of brush dams, either to prevent or undo 
tho injury, is entirely worthless. We are 
here to express ourselves upon this subject, 
and we ought to make up our minds up: n it 
deliberately, and, as I think, earnestly and 
justly, for it is a great question. 
TV. S. Green of Colusa was present ami 
called npon for remarks as to the method in 
which the Cohwa Anti-Hydraulic Association 
was formed. Mr. Green gave an account of 
the organization iu the county, and stated 
that at the first meeting a committee cf 
twenty-five 
representative 
men, tho-e 
interested in stoppii g hydraulic min­ 
ing, were selected from all parts of the 
county, am?notified by the Secretary of their 
appointment, and the time appointed for the 
committee to meet and form an organization 
for action. Only two or three of those 
selected were absent from the appointed 
meeting, and the meetings had been full of 
earnestness. A committee wa* appointed to 
investiga* e iu relation to the number and ex­ 
tent of mines now upon the upper Sacra­ 
mento river and creeks. The committee has 
made the examination but has not yet re­ 
ported. At Butte City, he said, they have 
a Farmers’ Union and an Anti-Debris 
Committee to solicit funds and take con­ 
tingent notes for payment, when needed to 
carry on the pending or other suits against 
hydraulic miuicg. 
General Bidwell etated that he had received 
a dispatch from C. E. Wilson, of Marysville, 
saying that if the meeting was to be con­ 
tinued until evening a delegation from that 
city would attend the meeting if notified in 
time by telegraph. After consultation, it 
was decided not to hold an evening meeting. 
Upon motion of General Bidwell, it was 
ordered that a committee of twenty-live men 
be selected by the chairman and secretary 
from the various portions of the county—men 
who are interested npon tbe Bubject, and will 
give it their attention—and that the com­ 
mittee meet in the Town Hall at Chino, on 
the 9th of July at 2 o’clock r. m. It was 
also ordered that an invitation be extended 
to all persons and organizations interested 
np >n the subject to meet with the committee 
and aid iu the organization. 
Upon motion cf C. E. Eliot, an invitation 
was extended to the anti-hydraniic associ­ 
ations of Marysville and Colusa county to 
send delegates to the coming meeting. 
Colonel Hager, of Colusa, was called upon 
to address the meeting, but excused himself, 
after a few brief remarks, and called upon 
Mr. Green to speak for Colusa county. Air. 
Green said : I didn’t come here to-day to do 
any talking. I supposed this question had 
been pretty well talked up. We have got to 
get beyond- the talking period and take up 
the Work. Colonel Hazer and I came here 
to represent the Executive Committee from 
our county and to act with any committee 
yonr people might appoint; also to give any 
information that might be an aid in organiz­ 
ing in thia county. The committee you are 
to choose should be most carefully selected, 
and 'not only be representative men, bn*, 
those who will attend to any work that the 
committee may have to do to further the ob­ 
ject before us. The question in hand is 
too vast to enter upon i * discussion 
to day. But vast as it is it has to be met. 
Our best lands, as also our river channel^ for 
transportation, are being destroyed. It is 
not a pleasant subject to deal with. No one 
has any feeling against the miners. The 
farmers are willing to do almost anything to 
avoid injuring the mining interest, except to 
give lip their farms ami home*. They don’t 
wish to iujnre the miners, hut they must 
protect their farms, and also the rivers which 
they wish to use as a means of transportation 
The General was called upon to address the 
meeting, and responded by saying: Ab'ut 
a month ago I went down tbe Sacramento 
river near Chico, and was surprised to find 
the water as muddy apparently a* that of the 
Feather or Yuba rivers, and which resulted 
from hydraulic mining, which has been insti­ 
tuted recently above. It was so muddy that 
I could not use it. I do not know to what 
exteDt there is need for alarm on account of 
the working of mines ur>on the Sacramento; 
but after all the testimony of last win­ 
ter, and all the additional t'-xation which 
every man felt under the Drainage Act, 
in view of the fact that every intelligent man 
iu this State knows that the navigation of 
the Sacramento and Feather rivers is vir­ 
tually destroyed ; that thon-ands and tens of 
thousands of acres of the very finest of land* 
have been ruined, never to be reclaimed; 
that the ruin is going on day by day, and 
month by month, auff promises to be vastly 
increased—in view of these facts it becomes 
us to seriously consider ths matter, and take 
the necessary action to stay the evil. I have 
no feeling against the miners. My feelings 
are with the miners ; but the people must 
consider the subject. It is a subject large 
«nough for a platform for the entire State. 
There are questions of this clas*. which over- 
thadow all other questions. This may he ore 
of them. I would never injute any man. If 
I have to stop aDy man from hydranlic min­ 
ing in order to save other property, I would 
aid to reimburse that man ; but the question 
is whether there is not same other way 
that the mines may be worked with­ 
out committing thia irreparable damage. 
There is probably sufficient lands in the 
mountains that would pay to work under the 
hydraulic system, or when washed down into 
the rivers and streams, to ruin tbe entire Sac­ 
ramento valley. Supposeavast amountof this 
earthy matter is sent down to bury these 
beautiful lands, with the statements before 
u* which we have to-day, and then t ike no 
steps to prevent it? Men will. S3y it’s good 
enough for you ; you knew what was com­ 
ing ; why did you not take the necessary 
steps in time to avoid it ? Must we say that 
we are not competent to handle the subject? 
We have already been taxed half a million to 
make brush dams. You may be taxed fifty 
millions for bru«h 
Hams, but such 
works will never have the desired result, 
or 
do any good as a remedy for 
the evil. 
Thia will be the great aud 
interesting question^ of the campaign 
when the next Legislature is elected. It 
must be of more importance to this State 
than any question that can enter into any 
Presidential election, and it will come before 
the people plainly and sqnareiy for their de­ 
cision. 
Mr. Lehman said the evils resulting from 
hydraulic mining cannot well be overesti­ 
mated. Some twenty-five year3 ago, while 
engaged in mining up in Nevada county, a 
man had a ranch in a valley near by for 
which he had lieen offered §10,000. Hy- 
dranlic mining was commenced above it and 
sometime afterwards it was so far injured 
that he sold it^ fur §2,000. The same land 
was subsequently sold for SCOO, and finally 
was completely covered up and totally rained 
by tailings. If one of these two industries 
must be curtailed farming is of far greater 
importance to the State than mining, for 
the farming interests are those which are to be 
permanent, but in time mining would cease. 
During the early times I remember we had a 
mining law up in the mines which was that 
no man had a right to run the tailings from 
his mine upon another claim. He could not 
do that. He had to take care of his tailings, 
and take care not to ÍDj ure his neighbor. I 
einnot 
see why the same principle 
d*es not apply at the present time, 
nor why a miner should now be allowed 
to disregard his neighbors’ rights and 
utterly destroy his property. The farmers 
are not making war upon the miners, but 
oniy endeavoring to protect their rights. 
Auotber fact i* that these large miuss are 
most or all of them owned by larties not re 
silling in tho State, and the profits, if any 
arisi-ig from them, gi-ee abroa.T, and thus 
affords in reality no return or compensation 
to the State for the property destroyed and 
taken from the assessment roll of tba State, 
L. II. McIntosh said: ihe Sacramento 
river at ihe point where I live had never 
been muddy from debris until this spring, 
but now it ha* already been considerably ef- 
f-eteff in fil ing up tho channel, and at Red 
Blnff it was far worse, and the channel was 
being badly damaged. I am satisfied that 
the hydranlic mining will have to be stopped 
npon all waters emptying into the Sacra­ 
mento, or we shall all have to leave our farms 
and let desolation reign supreme. 
The duration of the meeting was short, 
and after the transaction of business and 
making the short speeches here given, the 
meeting adjourned,

lanco to prevent steamers from carrying more 
pa'itngers than are allowed by their certifi­ 
cates of inspection. The local Inspectors 
aro required to mako careful examination cf 
such steamers, and to report ali cases of vio­ 
lation of law for presecn-.ion. Extra efforts 
in this direction should be made upon Suu- 
day*, and particularly upon the Fourth of 
July.

There has been some confusion as exactly 
when and where to lock for the comet in 
order to obtain the best view of it, and state­ 
ments have been made that it was not neces­ 
sary to keep late hours in order to w it­ 
ness the 
celestial phenomer-ou, 
as 
the 
flaming 
torch of the 
skies 
could 
be 
seen at 
9 
P. M. as well as 2 A. 
M. 
The facts are th a t the comet, the first an­ 
nouncement concerning which was made in 
the R ecobd-U nion, was seen by gentlemen 
connected with this office iu the northeast 
about an hour and a half before sunrise last 
Wednesday morning. 
I t was then a very 
small affair. 
I t rapidly grew in apparent 
size, and increased in apparent brilliancy, 
and appeared still more iu advance of the 
sud, until where a low horizon could be 
taken in by the eye, it was visible as 
early as 1:30 A. M. 
I t continues growing 
brighter 
and to advance up 
the aic 
of 
the skv, 
a 
pioneer 
to 
the 
sun, 
until 
the ‘ light 
of 
the 
latter 
blots 
its glory out. 
Opinions differ as to whether 
the cornet seen earlier in the night is the 
same or not, but the view is dissimilar, 
lh e 
comet seen at 8:30 p. 31. has an apparently 
straighter tail and its nucltus is less bnght, 
though it is apparently nightly growing 
brighter. In addition, the view from 2 a. m. 
till daylight is one of a magnificence this 
generation will probably never again witners. 
for besides the blaze of the flaming torch, as 
morning

No one has spoken wdth certainty as yet as to 
whether the comet of the virtuous hus­ 
bands, the 9 o’clock boys, or the fiery comet 
of the courageous few-, who brave the night 
air, late hours and shrewish lectures for this 
occasion, are one and the same. 
Scientists 
seem to be puzzled, aud when they disagree 
or hesitate, ordinary mortals m ust De _ silent. 
Dispatches 
from various 
poinls in 
the 
Uni ed States aver that there are two comets. 
A i Sau Francisco the wiseacres are all at sea 
about .the m atter, and greatly bothered by 
the fog also, which interferes with their ob­ 
servations sadly. 
On the 20th instant C. S. W hittem ore, 
Secretary of the Rochester Astronomical 
Society, "Warner Observatory, mailed a note 
to this office saying : 
The following telegram has beeu received by the 
editor of the Antronominche Xackriehten, at Kiel,. 
Germany, and we herewith transmit it to you: 
“ (¡llene-aires June 1st, Eighteen hundred "koeu 
comet fi hours south thirty degrees Gould.” Tlie 
message has, apparently, been somewhat mutilated 
in transmission, but it seems probable that I>r. 
Gould, Director of the Cordova Obteri atory, Buenos 
Ayres, has discovered the return of the griat comet 
of 1S07, and that it is located in tho constellation 
of tire dove, right aseeirsion <> horns anil declination 
south 30 degrees, 
ft is not visible from this lati 
fcude and not known je t that it will be, although it 
is likely to be, as the comet of 1S07 w as distinctly 
seen. No apprehension need be had over the un 
usuid appearance of comets the present year, as 
they do not (mssess the power to work injury upon 
the earth or any other planet. 
Atronomieal data aud fact are not ascertain­ 
able here to determine whether the comet 
fitst seen here 
is th a t above referred to 
or not, but as the constellation Columba 
Noachi referred to is in the southern celestial 
hemisphere it wojild appear to be a different 
one. 
Professor Davidson of Sen Francisco, 
says the E sa m in tr, is of the opinion that the 
evei.ing and morning comets are the same, 
and to a Chronicle reporter Professor H anks 
expressed a like opinion. 
H e states that 
when first Sien, about sunset, its tail was 
pointed towards the sun, and th at as the hour 
of midnight drew- near its tail assumed a ver­ 
tical position. 
A sim ilar apparent change 
iu the handle of the dipper takes place on 
account of the rotation of the earth, and 
casoning on this basis Professor Hanks 
contends that there is but one comet visible, 
blit th at seen a t different times i t assumes a 
different appearance. 
Observations made last evening showed 
these facts. 
A t 8 P. H. a faint haze line high 
iti the northwest was seen. 
By 8:15 it devtf- 
op d a bright spot at the lower end, that" by 
8:30 was a well defined nucleus. 
Above, 
stretching straight out. broadening very 
gradually and. printing easterly a t an angle 
of 40 degreeB from the line of the horizon, 
was the tail, which was very thin and light, 
apparently, exceptimmediately a t thenucleue. 
A t 9:30 the comet was nearly as i right and 
large r-s when seen at 3 A. M. heretofore. 
A t 
10.30 it begun to fade, ar.d had declined fully 
one-third the distance from the point at 
which it was first seen.

clearly vi-ible, and the tail was nearly vertical. 
A t 12:30 A. M. this morning the comet had

Observations a t 2 and 2:15 a m. justified 
the conclusi us already given—there i< but 
one comet, and his nameless name is written 
alike on the morning and the evening heavens, 
ami could the eye fathom the blue aby.-s at 
noon, the stru.ge visitor would be found stiff 
in advance of the sun, high in the west by 
north, and its tail printing steadily toward 
the north star. 
A compilation of con etic information thus 
reads:

Two were seen in M a y ; two are 
now visible, and ,,ne is looked f or to arrive on 
November 8th. 
Tai» is Kccke’s mysterious 
comet, th at it was feared the Comet in the 
northeastern skies might prove to be.

The effect elsewhere 
might be that of un earthquake.

DOMESTIC. 


The Fight with the Pah lit*#—Further 
Particulars. 
Denver, June 25th.—Advices from lllco 
have been received. D. G. Taylor, who es­ 
caped from the cattle-men’s expedition on the 
night of the ISth inst., has just arrived. He 
reportB the party had a two days’ running 
fight with the Indians. J. Hall was seriously, 
J. H. Eskridge slightly, wounded, and seven 
men are missing. The party is corralled on 
Grand river, in Utah, by the Indians. 11 
F. Klee, Captain commanding the First Bri­ 
gade, Seoond Division of the Colorado Na­ 
tional Guard, with fifty men, on the 21 inst. 
left here to rescue the party. 
The Durango Record has the following: 
“ Chas. A. King, iu„t arrived from Big Bend 
of Dolores, gives the following information, 
learned from two men who came direct from 
the scene of the fighting, having arrived at 
Big Bend on Sunday, two days after the 
tight, which took place in Castle Valley, 
Utah : They report that the cattle-men fol­ 
lowed the Indians several days, without find­ 
ing them. Thursday, the Id lb, shortly after 
breakfast, they were fired on at short range 
by the Indians. The fire was immediately 
returned and the Indiana fled. There were 
no killed or wounded on either side. The 
whites pursued and fought them the rest of the 
day. Friday, the 17th, the fight was renewed. 
Dave Willis was killed, and Jordan, Bean 
and Hall seriously wounded. J. II. Eskridge, 
the notorious desperado, wa3 cut off from the 
rest of the party, and charged on by thirty 
Indians. He laid in a clump of bushes and 
picked them off with his rifle until it got too 
hot, when he opened with two revolvers, kill­ 
ing twelve Indians. When rescued, ho was 
only wounded in the ankle, but his clothes 
were riddled with bnllet-holes. Tom Click 
and three others are missing, supposed to have 
been killed. The Indians retreated, and the 
cattle-men brought the wounded to Grand 
Valley. It is supposed that the May party, 
who were cut off by the Indians, went to 
join the McCarthy party, as they have not 
been heard from. Thera were fifty-eight men 
in both parties, of whom twenty-eight were 
engaged in the fight. The Indian forces are 
estimated at between fifty and sixty braves. 
The whites lost several horses. Ike Stockton 
was not killed, as reported. The Wilson 
brothers are missing, and it is feared they are 
killed. Troops left Fort Lewis on Tuesday, 
under oommand of Captain Carroll, accom­ 
panied by General Hatch. A small party of 
citizens left here on the 2ist, also one on the 
22 J, for the seat of war. 
Japim and the l ulled States. 
New York, June 20th.—The Tribune re­ 
porter has interviewed a gentleman who, it 
saye, is the highest authority iu the United 
States on Japan affairs, and who said the 
anti-Cbinese movement on the Pacific Coast 
does not attract much attention in Japan, 
nor is it likely to do so in the future. Japan 
has no paupers to send to America, and, as 
heretofore, she will not send any of her peo­ 
ple across the Pacific except for the purpose 
of acquiring such wisdom or knowledge as is 
best calculated to promote the prosperity and 
happiness of her own people. The commerce 
of Japan and America can be much increased. 
Mechanical and agricultural facilities have 
become much the fashion. Two hundred and 
fifty newspapers and other journals are regu­ 
larly published and supported in the Empire. 
The relations between Japan and China are 
now as friendly as could be desired. The 
standing disputes are kept up to a great ex­ 
tent by designing, selfish men, who do not 
belong to either nationality. 
The Tole for Senators. 
A lbany, June 25th.—In the Joint Con­ 
vention tc-dfty the ballot for a successor to 
Conkling resulted : Potter 34, Conklirg 22, 
Wheeler 52, Cornell 1, Lapham 10, Iloaeh 1. 
For the long term, for a successor to Platt, 
the vote stood : Depew 34, Kernan 34, Platt 
£ Cornell 9, Crowley 4, Tremain 1, Lap- 
aam 3. 
A movement is afoot for a party caucus as 
the only means of breaking the deadlock. It 
is expected to make nominations in the usual 
way, and that the minority will submit to 
the majority.Surprised Democrats. 
N ew Y ork, Jnne 2.5 h.—An Albany spe­ 
cial says : The decision made by the Chair 
to-day that a quorum was present in the 
Joint Convention was a genuine surprise to 
the Democrats, and thsy showed it. It was 
evident that they had been calculating upon 
having less than a quorum present, and meant 
to nse that fact for the purpose of rali g a 
question as to whether, without a quorum, 
there could be a ballot, and if any day passed 
without a ballot, whether that fact did not 
disqualify the present Legitliture from elect­ 
ing Senators, and throw the question over to 
the Legislature to be elected next foil, thus 
taking the question to the polls unler the 
United States statute whDh ordains that the 
Legislature shall take at least one ballot ev­ 
ery day in its session. 
The Graphic, referring to the above, saye : 
The Act of Congress regulating the election 
of United States Senators specifies that a 
qnornm of each house shall be necessary to 
form a legal Joint Convention. The incident 
of to-day furnishes an excuse for the Demo­ 
cratic ms j wity of the Federal Senate to re­ 
ject any one who m»y hereafter be elected as 
Senator by the present Legislature.

FOREIGN. 
Americans Still Winning Walking Match 
and Footrace This Time. 
London, June 25th.—Much interest was 
taken in athletic circles in the first appear­ 
ance to-day of the American amateur champ­ 
ion, L. E. Myers, of the Manhattan Club, 
New York, and Eugene Merrill, of the Union 
Club, Boston, at the grounds of the London 
Athletic Club at Stanford Bridge. The lat­ 
ter hold a summer meeting in conjnnetion 
with the Manhattan Athletic Clnb. Large 
crowds w»re present, and the stands were 
filled. 
Owing to the heavy rain, the 
cinder track was rather heavy, and 
prevented quick time from being made. 
The two-mile walkiDg level race was set for 
5 o’clock, when there wa9 about 7,000 people 
present. Mr. Merrill, who strained bis back 
during the passage to England while taking 
part in a tug-rf war, was not quite fit, but 
without the slightest difficulty disposed of his 
opponents—Messrs. Beckley, who is a scratch 
man of the London Club, and Murphy of 
Highgate. Before going a quarter of a mile 
the latter retired, and the American, 
amid cries by the Stewards of “ Well 
walked, sir,” and “ Beautiful, beautiful,” 
all over the grounds, won by about 
250 yards. Time, 14 minutes 35J seconds. 
When he broke the tape every one hurst out 
cheeriDg, which was repeated for some time. 
Then followed the quarter of a mile level 
running, which revealed another American 
wonder iu Mr. Myers to the English public 
far the first time. He was opposed by four 
members of the London Club, and showed 
himself very coo! on the scratch when wait­ 
ing for the pistol to be fired. When off his 
opponents tried to break the little American 
down, but before three parts of the distance 
were covered he ran through them, and amid 
loud and prolonged cheering broke the tape 
ten yards ahead of the second man. Time, 
49 4-5 seconds. The prize of both races was 
a silver cup. The opinion amoDg the run­ 
ners present is that Mvers is like a fawn, and 
remarkably quick. Many Americans were 
present.The Coming Raring Event. 
London, June 25th.—Sportsmen are anx­ 
iously looking forward to the third meeting 
of Iroquois and Peregrine, which it was 
thought would be at Goodwood, but it is 
learned that the latter will not ruu at the 
ducal meeting.

An America Honored In England. 
London, June 25th.—Colonel Chester, an 
American resident of London, whose careful 
and thorough antiquarian and geological re­ 
searches prosecuted in England during many 
years, have won for him the position of a 
recognized authority in regard to all ques­ 
tions touching American family, history, re­ 
ceived the degree of D. C. L. from the Uni­ 
versity of Oxford on Wednesday. 
Tlir Proposed Tunnel I ndcr the English 
Channel, 
L ondon, June 25th.—It was announced 
the other day that experimental borings for 
the tunnel between Dover and Calais had 
turned out very successful, but experts say 
tke scheme is a visionary one, and eminent 
engineers laugh at what they consider a wild 
freak of imagination on the part of Sir Ed­ 
ward Wiliiaui Watkin. They want to know 
how the dirt is to be removed and ventilation 
secmei for the workmen. It would be abso­ 
lutely impossible to work trains through such 
a tunnel to make it pay, unless enormous 
passenger and freight rates were charged. 
Sir E ¡ward’s estimate that the seven-feet 
drift way can he completed in five years is 
ridiculed as a gross absurdity. The whole 
affair is probably meant as an attempt to raise 
the wind for the Southeastern Railway, of 
which Sir Edward is Chairman. 
Aid Tor Foreigners In Distress. 
London, June 25th.—The great social at­ 
traction of the week was the international 
bezaar of *he I>nke of Wellington's Kitimg 
School at Knight’s Bridge, in aid of foreign­ 
ers in distress. The stalls represented a cos­ 
mopolitan street, with houses of all nations. 
The Sultan of Turkey sent presents valued 
at £3 000 These were sold by Madame Mu­ 
slims, daughter of the Turkish Embassador. 
In the original letter of the Padishah, which 
was exhibited, the Sultan took care to assert 
his position strongly. He wrote that having 
been solicited to aid the bazaar, the great 
Mussulman nation, as well as the SultaD him­ 
self, considered it their sacred duty to asso­ 
ciate then,selves with that work of charity. 
G ants of money were also received from the 
Emperor and Empress of Austria, from the 
Cz ir of Russia, the Queen of Spain, the King 
of Saxony and others. 
Ilir Condition of Emigrant Steamers. 
I .on don, June 25th.—The special cor- 
rjsp ndeut sent over in the steerage from 
Philadelphia to examine into the condition 
of the emigrant steamers, telegraphs from 
Queenstown that he found nothing to com­ 
plain of iu connection with the voyage, with 
exception of the lodging-houses at Q leens- 
towu, in which emigrants arc obliged to sleep 
before they start. The arrangements made 
by the Briri.ih King, in which he came over, 
for steerage passer gers, from the American 
side to Europe at least, were as satisfactory 
as could be desired or expe :ted, considering 
the small sum paid for the voyage. Further­ 
more, he states that the manager in Phila­ 
delphia of the steamship line personally paid 
every attention to the passengers np to the 
time of the departure of the British King, 
and seemed even to be anxious to do more 
for the comfort of the steerage than of the 
saloou passengers. Toe correspondent wires 
a good account also of all the servants of the 
vessel on the voyage, and declares that he 
could see no cause for any reasonable com­ 
plaint. He has sailed on his return voyage. 
England nnd Turkey. 
L ondon. June ‘25th.—In the House of 
Commons, last night, Ryland (Liberal), mov­ 
ing for further papers on the Anglo-Turkish 
Convention, contended that in spite of the 
failure of Turkish promises of reform, the 
Convention was binding on us, and that in 
the not impossible event of an Armenian in­ 
surrection and a Russian intervention, we 
should he bound to go to Turkey’s assistance. 
He therefore recnm mended that we should 
intimate distinctly to Turkey that if we 
would withdraw from the Convention, as a 
consequence we should have given np Cyprus, 
which he strongly advised. The holding of 
our acquisition of Cyprus, was an infraction 
of the pnhlic law. 
Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, said that 
there were no papers which could be laid be­ 
fore the House. He agreed in much of what 
Ryland said in-regard to the Anglo-Turkish 
Conven'ion, but he pointed out that it was 
a different thing to condemn the treaty and 
refuse Cyprus. To violently upset the Con' 
vention might endanger the peace of the 
East. 
He hoped, therefore, the House 
would not press any such conree on the Gov­ 
ernment. He agreed there was no analogy 
between the acquisition of Tunis and of 
Cyprus, although our example had a bad 
effect. He warmly eulogized Goschen’s ser­ 
vice at Constantinople. 
He stated that 
Ixird Dufferin, the newly-appointed Embassa­ 
dor at the Court, carried with him instruc­ 
tions to put forward a settlement of the 
Armenia question. 
Items from I'on.tanllaoplr. 
C o nstantinople, Jnne 25th.—It is stated 
that Tisset, French Embassador, before going 
on furlough, informed the Grand Vizier the 
French would advance upon Tripoli if fanati 
cal intrigues were carried on there. 
The Porte has ordered the authorities of 
Syria and Tripoli to prevent the entrance of 
French political agitator*. 
The Embassadors of the Power* have pro­ 
tested against the menaces contained in the 
Porte's note, relative to the suppression of 
foreign postoffices in Turkey. 
“ Tbs Late Government’' Attacked. 
London, June 25th.—In the CommoDS last 
night Gladstone violently attacked the 
secrecy of the late Government in regard to 
the conversations of Salsbury and Wadding- 
toD, and said that if the French policy in 
Tunis had been dangerous to the public peace, 
and if he bad involved a breach of the public 
faith of Ergland by the evil example he set, 
he would have weakened her right to protest 
against it. It was a departure from the Eu­ 
ropean concert, w bich the late Government 
had thereby destroyed, and which the present 
Government had labored and wcuid labor to 
rebuild. 
Jim Ministry. 
London, June 25th.—A dispatch from Ad­ 
elaide, South Australia, announces that a 


new Ministry has btea formed as follows;
